GLASGOW, Got 13.—The most horri- 


ble murder in the history at this city 
was committed Monday night at West 
Lodge, a villa on -the Albert road, In 
Polkotohlelds, on the outskirts of Glas- 
gow. A woman, still unidentified, was 
mutilated after the method of-Jock the 
Hipper, being dismembered and the 
piece* of her body buried in the villa 
garden. McEwan, the gardener,- who 
doubtless la guilty, of the crime, has 
disappeared. 


West Lodge is one of the finest 


suburbs of Glasgow and Is surrounded 
by a garden about 135 feet deep on 
every side. McEwan, with the assist- 
ant gardener, McDougal, lived '• in ft 
separate house, and when not busy 
with the villa he did odd jobs in the 
neighborhood. Be is a native of.County' 
Downe, Ireland, is about 80 years old, 
and although occasionally a. heavy 
drinker; he has borne a good reputa- 
tion. He is a man of -great physical 
strength. 


At 0 o'clock yesterday morning 


McDongal knocked dt> McEwan's door 
to wake him as he had done for the 
last six years. 
McEwan responded 


with unusual promptitude. 


"All right, Tom; I won't get up yet, 


I am tired." 


MoDoufral went away and worked in 


the garden until 9 o'clock, when here- 
turned to arouse McEwan. -Bis knocks 
were not answered, and he forced open; 
the door. He found the walls, celling 
ami floor spattered profusely with, 
blood. The clothing from the two beds 
was 
scattered over the floor and 


sprinkled 
with blood. 
Bed finger 


marks streaked the side of the beas 
and the door. There was not a piece 
of furniture or an article of clothing 
which was uot blood-stained. 


McDougal ran costless, hatless and 


crying In his terror to the police sta- 
tion and told his story. After fortify-, 
ing him with brandy the police took 
htm. to West Lodge with them. From 
the room they followed a bloody track 
to four fresh made mounds in the gar- 
den. 
In a flower bed, from which the 


plants had been removed they found 
about two feet underground the muti- 
lated head and unjoin ted arm of a 
woman. In another similiar bed they 
uncovered the trunk. It was abso- 
lutely devoid of all Internal organs. 
Beside the trunk was the woman's left 
arm, also unjointed. In another flower 
bed they found the missing organs and 
the legs unjointed as were the arms. 
.The trail led from this lost bed to a 
tool house. There, under a pile of rub- 
bish and tools was a biscuit box con- 
taining a fragment of a large saw, the 
teeth still clotted with flesh and blood, 
and several 'smaller pieces of 
the 


woman's body. The police say the 
box was used by McEwan in transport- 
ing the limbs and - the organs from 
his room to the garden. A search of 
MoEwan's room revealed several razors 
apparently unused for some time and 
an ax recently washed, but still show- 
ing' .slight blood-stains. 
McDougal 


was unable to give any Information as 
to McEwan's deed or the disposition of 
the body, for he was working at the 
time on the opposite side of the house, 
as was 'Shown by the fresh 'turned 
earth. He believes that when he 
knocked at 0 o'clock McEwnn was 
carving up the body, as McEwan's 
voice indicated that he was wide 
awake. 
' 


As far as can be judged from the mu- 


tilated remains of 'the body, McEwan's 
victim was robust, of medium height 
and about 30 or 85 years old. Her 
clothing was well made and of good 
material. McEwan probably took her 
to the house after 6 o'clock, for .at that 
time McDougall called upon him and 
found htm alone. That is the last time 
McEwan was eaen by anybody near 
West Lodge. How and when McEwan 
induced the woman to enter the house 
with him and what was his motive in 
the murder are mysteries. 


It was reported immediately after 


the news of the murder got out, that 
MoEwan was "Jack the Kipper," and 
that at the time of the "Hipper" mur- 
ders he was absent from Glasgow, but 
these report! ar* discredited. 


McEwan was engaged to marry a re- 


spectable girl, who is maid in a Glas- 
gow family. The mother, when she 
heard of the murder, supposed that her 
daughter was the victim, and ran to 
West Lodge. She could not identify 
the clothing as her daughter's, how 
ever, and last evening the girl was 
found. 
The police say McEwan will soon be 


captured. 
The woman's body has

Bowers, inflicting a dangerous wound. 
The attacking party finding the out- 
laws would not surrender tried to bnrn 
them out by setting fire'to the out- 
bnUcUniiin the hope that the flames 
would oommunloate to the cabin, but 
the plan failed.

Creekmore has also summoned as a 
special posse the marshal of this city 
and the high sheriff, together with a 
number of citizens, and to-day the fort 
will be so surrounded that the outlaws 
must surrender or die like rats in a 
trap.

Near Glaiwrow, Scotland, 


UD HORBIBLYIDTILATES HER BODY. 


Ftendlshneas Never Even Conceived

Job that Gives Its Petpeliator 


Away to the Police. 


GLASGOW, Oct 13.—The most horri- 


ble murder in the history ot this city 
•was committed Monday night at West 
Lodge, a villa on the Albert road, in 
Polkotahlclds, on the outskirts of Glas- 
gow. 
A woman, still unidentified, was 


mutilated after the method of-Jock the 
Hipper, being dismembered and the 
pieces of her body buried in the villa 
garden. MoEwon, the gardener,- who 
doubtless is guilty of the crime, has 
disappeared. 


West Lodge is one of the finest 


suburbs of Glasgow and is surrounded 
by a garden about 135 feet deep on 
every side. McEwan, with the assist- 
ant gardener, McDongal, lived in a 
separate house, and when not busy 
with the villa he did odd jobs in the 
neighborhood. Be is a native of.County' 
Downe, Ireland, is about 80 years old, 
and although occasionally a; heavy 
drinker, he has borne a good reputa- 
tion. Be is a man of -great physical 
strength. 


At 0 o'clock yesterday morning 


McDougal knocke at McEwan's door 
to wake him as he had done for the 
last six years. 
McEwan responded 


with unusual promptitude. 


"All right, Tom; I won't get up yet, 


I 3m tired." 


MoDougal went away and worked in 


the garden until 9 o'clock, when here- 
turned to arouse McEwan. -Bis knocks 
were not answered, and he forced open; 
the door. Be found the walls, celling 
and floor spattered 
profusely with, 


blood. The clothing from the two beds 
was scattered over the floor and 
sprinkled 
with blood. 
Red 
finger 


marks streaked the side of the beets 
and the door. There was not a piece 
of furniture or an article of clothing 
which was not blood-stained. 


McDongal ran coatless, hatless and 


crying in his terror to the police sta- 
tion and told his story. After fortify-, 
ing him with brandy the police took, 
him. to West Lodge with them. From 
the room they followed a bloody track 
to four fresh made mounds in the gar- 
den. 
In a flower bed, from which the 


plants had been removed they found 
about two feet underground the muti- 
lated head and unjoin ted arm ot a 
woman. In another similiar bed they 
uncovered the trunk. It was abso- 
lutely devoid of all internal organs. 
Beside the trunk was the woman's left 
arm, also unjointed. In another flower 
bed they found the missing organs and 
the legs unjointed as were .the arms. 
.The trail led from this lost bed to a 
tool house. There, under a pile of rub- 
bish and tools was a biscuit box con- 
taining a fragment of a large saw, the 
teeth still clotted with flesh and blood, 
and several 'smaller pieces of 
the 


woman's body. The police say the 
box was used by McEwan in transport- 
ing the limbs and; the organs from 
his room to the garden. A search of 
MoEwan's room revealed several razors 
apparently unused for some time and 
an ax recently washed, but still show- 
ing" .slight blood-stains. McDougal 
was unable to give any information as 
to McEwan's deed or the disposition of 
the body, for he was working at the 
tune on the opposite side pf the house, 
as was shown by the fresh turned 
earth. 
Be believes that when he 


knocked at 0 o'clock MoEwan was 
carving up the body, as McEwan's 
voice indicated that he was wide 
awake. 
' 


As far as can be judged from the mu- 


tilated remains of 'the body, McEwan's 
victim was robust, of medium height 
and about 30 or 85 years old. Her 
clothing was well made and of good 
material. McEwan probably took her 
to the house after 6 o'clock, for .at that 
time McDougall called upon him and 
found him alone. That is the last time 
McEwan waa eaen by anybody near 
West Lodge. How and when McEwan 
induced the woman to enter the house 
with him and what was his motive in 
the murder are mysteries. 


It was reported immediately after 


the news of the murder got out, that 
MoEwan was "Jack the Kipper," and 
that at the time of the "Ripper" mur- 
ders he waa absent from Glasgow, but 
these reports are discredited. 


McEwan was engaged to marry a re- 


spectable girl, who is maid in a Glas- 
gow family. The nether, when she 
heard of the murder, supposed that her 
daughter was the victim, and ran to 
West Lodge. She could not identify 
the clothing as her daughter's, how- 
ever, and last evening the girl was 
found. 


The police say McEwan will soon be 


captured. 
The woman's body has 


been put together as well as possible, 
and now lies at the morgue awaiting 
identification.

Ned Christie and 
his notorious **eabin gang" are in- 
trenched at Christie's" home in the 
Caney mountains, fifteen miles east of 
Tahlequah. Christie's house 'is 'a 
double log cabin 'building for purposes 
of defense, with loop holes for shoot-' 
lug, and In It he and his gang have 
long resulted capture. 


Yesterday morning an attacking 


party consisting of Marshal Creekmore 
with* Deputies Busk, Copeland and 
Dye, each at the head of a, posse, sur- 
rounded the house and the desperadoes 
were caught In traps. 


When Marshall Creekmore summoned 


Christie to surrender the only answer' 
was a deadly volley poured from the 
loop-holes of the cabin fort 
John 


Fields waa shot through |the neck and 
fell mortally wounded, and another 
ball ploughed Sta way through Joe 
Bowers, Inflicting a dangerous wound. 
•The attacking party finding the out- 
laws would not surrender tried to burn 
them out by setting fire • to the out- 
buildings in the hope that the flames 
would oommunloate to the cabin, but 
the plan, failed. Then dynamite; waa 
resorted to, but the fuse foiled to ignite 
and this too was abandoned. 


Leaving a strong posse to guard the 


fort, Marshal Creekmore returned to 
Tahlequah to summon additional aid. 
Creekmore has also- summoned as a 
special posse the marshal of this city 
and the high sheriff, together with a 
number of citizens, and to-day the fort 
will be so surrounded that the outlaws 
must surrender or die like rats In a 
trap. 


The United States government has 


odfered a large reward for the arrest of 
Christie, and there Is a price on the 
head of both Walkabout and Beatl- 
papa, who have committed many mur- 
ders in the nation.
